She may have been related to the vicar of Trinity Chapel in Manhattan. Rev. Edward Y. Higbee, 
DD was vicar of Trinity Chapel, 15 W 25"; before that he may have been involved with Calvary 
as his name is in the news article of November 1845 in which Reverend Southard is also 
mentioned. Trinity Chapel was planned by 1850; building started in 1851 and was finished in 
1855. From a history of Delaware clergy: The father of Rev. Dr. E. Y. Higbee, of Trinity Church, 
New York, was at one time rector of St. George's, Dagsboro, DE. (also referred to as Prince 
George's Chapel in Dagsborough).

Southard, 1844-1850; Rev. J. M. Wainwright, D.D., rec- 
tor elect, officiated for six months in 1850; Rev. Francis 
L. Hawks, D.D., 1851-1863; Rev. A. Cleveland Coxe, D.D., 
1863-1865, until his election to the episcopate of Western 
New York; Rev. E. A. Washburne, D.D., 1865, until his 
decease in 1882; and since 1882, Rev. Henry Y. Satterlee, 
D.D., present incumbent. A rectory was built in 1847, and 
afterwards purchased by the church in 1854. A Sunday- 
school chapel of stone was built adjoining the church in 1867, 
Dr. Washburne rector. 

A chapel was built on Twenty-third Street, east of Third 
Avenue, in 1859, during the rectorship of Dr. Hawks, and 
placed under the pastoral charge of Rev. James Souverain 
Purdy, D.D., who afterwards became rector of St. James’ 
Church, Hyde Park. The chapel was sold and a new and 
costly edifice built on the same street, nearly opposite the site 
of the old chapel, during the rectorship of Dr. Washburne. 
The Rev. Wm. D. Walker assumed charge, and remained a 
most successful pastor until his elevation to the episcopate of 
the missionary jurisdiction of North Dakota, in 1883. It is 
worthy of remark that nearly one-half of the baptisms and 
confirmations reported by Calvary Church belong to the sta- 
tistics of Calvary Chapel. The number of baptisms recorded 
—of which 1,276 were at Calvary Chapel—is 2,595, and 1,587 
have received confirmation, 774 of these in Calvary Chapel.

Just about this time [1821], or maybe a year sooner, Joseph C. Higbee, from Trenton, New 
Jersey, settled upon the military section that bears his name, and remained upon it until his death, 
which occurred about 1813 [not according to genealogy on previous pages], in the seventy- 
fourth year of his age. He was not the original proprietor of the section, but seems to have 
obtained it by inheritance. [Coshocton Co. Land Records: Joseph C. Higbee's father Joseph C. 
Higbee) obtained 4000 acres by a land Warrant-2 Apr 1800 4000 acres Land Office Ohio (1 
Stat.480 Multiple Warrantee No), Act or Treaty Jun 1, 1796 United Brethren Warrant Act.] 

Mr. Higbee was a very eccentric personage. As illustrating, the style of the man, the story was 
long current in the neighborhood that, when he first came to the country, then in comparatively a 
wilderness condition, he brought with him six dozen ruffled shirts. One of his daughters was 
married to Rev. Mr. Southard, who was for a time a minister of Trinity church, New York. 
Another is said to have married Mr. Hay, a lawyer in Pittsburgh;John Richmond, of Orange, 
married a daughter by the second wife. 


Mr. Higbee sold a small portion of his section, shortly after his arrival here. William Wheeler, 
Allen Davis, Simon Moses, Henry Shaw, Robert Shaw, Ralph Simeon, Enoch Philips, John B. 
Stout, James Ransopher, David Fitch, Adam Merrit and Andrew Ferguson were the first 
purchasers from Mr. Higbee.
